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EDITORIAL 





Probing the Future with Lumber 
and Building Material Dealers 


With the United Nations nearing ultimate vic- 
tory in Europe and the war with Japan proceeding 
ahead of schedule, the editors of AMERICAN 
LUMBERMAN feel it is not sacrilegious or un- 
patriotic to start thinking and planning for the 
gradual rebuilding of our civilian economy and free 
enterprise system. Although there is universal 
agreement in the industry that war needs come first, 
much attention is being focused on the future of 
the nation’s retail lumber and building material 
dealers. 


This Reference Number of AMERICAN LUM- 
BERMAN has been published in an attempt to 
define and clarify future problems of the dealer 
and to suggest solutions. No attempt has been 
made to present an arbitrary set of rules—or to 
impose a standard pattern of operation on the 
retail phase of the industry. This is a big and 
varied industry. There are many ways for a 
dealer to operate his business. 

In this issue the editors have attempted to 
present a series of articles and pictures that should 
stimulate the dealer's own mental processes. The 
entire presentation should be considered as a check 
list or source book of ideas to guide the reader in 
formulating his postwar merchandising plans. A 
systematic pattern of presentation has been carried 
out, and it is suggested that readers start at the be- 
ginning of the section titled ‘““A Guide to Postwar 
Action” and follow through rather than skip 
around the magazine as fancy dictates. 

Postwar planning for the building materfial 
dealer resolves itself into three important divisions: 
Products, plant and personnel. By reading straight 
through from first to last, the dealer will receive 
concise coverage of these problems in a logical, 
step-by-step presentation. 

Unusual emphasis has been given the store 
modernization section, because the editors discern 
a strong trend towards more up-to-date merchan- 
dising methods on the part of lumber dealers. 
Some of the suggestions may seem extreme as com- 
pared to the conventional lumber yard, but we be- 
lieve the successful building material retailer of the 
future will have a sales outlet which will be the 
home and building service headquarters of the com- 
munity. The addition of many new lines, plus 
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more package sales of service and material, dictates 
that dealers equip themselves with the proper plant 
and personnel to handle that type of business. 

No attempt has been made to discuss design of 
the yard, sheds or storage facilities. It’s an im- 
portant subject, but by-and-large dealers are more 
up-to-date in these departments than in their sales 
rooms. The store modernization suggestions in this 
issue have been gathered from numerous leading 
authorities of the nation. Many of the layouts pre- 
sented are already in use or planned for use by 
some of the nation’s lumber dealers. 

There is another important thought which retail 
building material dealers should keep in mind in 
connection with store modernization. If they are 
to maintain a position as recognized authorities on 
the latest in building design and materials, they 
should be there first with the best in their own 
communities. By doing a top-notch job on his own 
sales premises, a lumber dealer may start a cycle 
of business front and store interior changes which 
will not only brighten up the entire main business 
section of his community, but may even draw more 
business from a wider area because of the better 
presentation and display of merchandise, not to 
mention the sales volume to be garnered from such 
a development. Many of the ideas and plans sug- 
gested in this issue can be utilized by dealers in 
suggesting modernization for all sorts of retail out- 
lets in their communities. They are adaptable to a 
wide range of applications. 

We firmly believe that between the covers of this 
1945 Reference and Directory Number dealers 
will find a wealth of information that can be used 
by them now and in the future. A section titled 
““A Guide to the Postwar Home”’ brings the reader 
a preview of probabilities in the home construction 
field. Many photographs and floor plans of at- 
tractive, low-cost homes are shown. Most dealers 
expect a big share of their postwar business to 
come from selling and building homes. This ma- 
terial should be of considerable help to them. 

A section on modern lumber machinery has been 
prepared for the interest of the entire industry. 

The Products Directory with its detailed listings 
of services and products, many of them available 
now and all of them to be available eventually, 
can be of great assistance to the dealer in planning 
future operations and locating sources of supply.

of lumber yard planning and oper- 
ation. A number of ambitious individ- 
uals at various times have determined 
they would reform the lumber and 
building material merchandising busi- 
ness overnight and “bring it up to 
date”. In spite of all the warnings, 
speech making, writing and planning, 
retail lumber and building material 
stores have followed the conservative, 
evolutionary pattern of change, rather 
than anything revolutionary. 

The average retail lumber and build- 
ing material store of today is not 
much different in exterior appearance 
from the lumber yard of 25 years ago. 
The lumber sheds appear to be about 
the same as they have been for many 
years and the lumber is still piled in 
the sheds in pretty much the same 
manner. But the interior of the office

TO POSTWAR ACTION 





The lumber and building material dealer can fashion a 
workable merchandising program when he has solved the 
three basic problems of products, plant and personnel 


and sales room is much different in 
most yards today than it was a few 
years ago. The “building material 
warehouse” is much different inside 
and in some yards is an entirely new 
addition to the other structures pre- 
viously considered adequate for oper- 
ation of a retail lumber yard. More 
and more building material lines that 
were not even on the market 25 years 
ago have been added to retail lumber 
yards until now it can be said that 
most of the nation’s lumber yards are 
“building material stores”. Instead of 
concentrating sales effort on one major 
line—lumber, with a few “sidelines” — 
retailers now concentrate sales on 
many lines. In the competitive era 


ahead that will call for merchandising 
—not order taking. 

There has never been a standard, 
overall pattern of operation to satisfy 
the requirements and responsibilities 





of all retail lumber and building ma- 
terial dealers. There are too many fac- 
tors that vary from community to 
community and from section to section 
to permit any standardization of re- 
tail store operation. So far as can be 
determined now there is nothing in the 
postwar or future picture to indicate 
the possibility of a standard pattern 
of operation for all retailers. There- 
fore each individual dealer must de- 
cide just what the potentialities for 
improvement and expansion in mer- 
chandise, services and personnel are 
for his particular community or trad- 
ing area. 

Since there is a very marked trend 
at this time toward streamlining and 
expansion of services by retail stores, 
let’s list a few of the points that must 
be considered by dealers in any pro- 
gram to fit into the new trend in lum- 
ber and building material merchandis- 








ing. The problem resolves itself into 
three main divisions as follows: 


1. Products and services to be of- 
fered, both to the public and to the 
building trade. 


2. Storage and sales room facili- 
ties needed to house and merchandise 
the products and services chosen for 
the market. 


3. The selection and training of 
personnel needed for most efficient and 
profitable operation. 

Briefly, these three points can be 
summarized for future planning pur- 
poses as products, plant and personnel. 
They should be considered in the order 
named. It is obvious that a dealer 
must first decide on what products he 
plans to merchandise before he can 
plan his building or his personnel 
setup. 


Appraising the Market 


Before a dealer can come to a defi- 
nite decision as to what products he 
will merchandise, he must complete 
some sort of a market survey. Where 
a dealer has been in a community for 
a number of years he probably already 


has in mind the types of material he 
can profitably stock and merchandise 
in his lumber yard. At the risk of 
repetition for some but for the needs 
of those who have never really made 
a comprehensive study of the possibili- 
ties of their markets, a brief review of 
market survey procedure is in order. 
This market study can and should be 
handled by the dealer himself. No 
specialized knowledge of market sur- 
vey procedure is needed because if 
most dealers sit down and proceed to 
analyze their markets, they will find 
they have already unknowingly pretty 
well surveyed the situation and have 
been using the knowledge in their day- 
to-day operation. The information has 
been acquired during the years they 
have been running their businesses. 
The following outline of procedure 
is suggested as a guide to market 
study. All of the suggestions may not 
apply to all dealers, but most of them 
probably can be used, at least in part. 
1. Determine the geographical 
limits of the trade area to be served. 
How far and from what communities 
can business be expected to come to 
the yard. At the same time it is well 
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to appraise carefully all building prod- 
ucts and services now being made 
available in the community together 
with an analysis of potential commun- 
ity building needs and long range com- 
munity development. 

2. Classify established and poten- 
tial sales according to urban residen- 
tial, commercial, industrial and farm 
building. This suggestion applies to 
the small town dealer as well as the 
dealer in larger metropolitan areas. 
Determine what type or types of busi- 
ness you prefer to cultivate. Some of 
the factors needed as a basis for de- 
ciding what kind of business to culti- 
vate can be determined by the follow- 
ing procedure: 

(a) Check with all available sources 
—contractors, realtors, cham- 
bers of commerce,- Bankers and 
industrial leaders, service clubs 
and others—to secure authentic 
estimates of probable increased 
housing and remodeling needs. 
Determine whether there is to 
be a population increase in your 
trade area and if possible the 
probable extent of such in- 
crease. 

(b) A street-by-street survey can 
be made in the trading area to 
determine potential repair and 
maintenance needs on existing 
homes. Paint jobs, roofing jobs, 
private garage needs and other 
outside repairs can be deter- 
mined quite accurately in this 
manner. in farming areas a 
few drives through the trading 
area in a systematic manner 
covering all roads will provide 
this information on farmsteads. 
If time and facilities are avail- 
able, inside repair and mainte- 
nance needs can be determined 
to a fair degree of accuracy, but 
this should be done in a diplo- 
matic manner. Types of indi- 
viduals to be dealt with and the 
communities concerned deter- 
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mine procedure in getting this 
information. 

(c) In any community, commercial 
and industrial remodeling, re- 
pair and maintenance needs can 
be determined by visiting 
stores, offices and industrial 
plants. A visit with the owners 
or operators of such institutions 
may result in tips as to future 
plans for building or remod- 
eling. 


Consider a Woodworking Shop 


No dealer should overlook the very 
profitable possibilities of having a 
light woodworking and fabricating 
plant in connection with his lumber 
yard. Many dealers, especially in 
smaller communities, have found such 
installations to be lifesavers during 
wartime shortages of material and 
manpower. The prefabrication of small 
farm structures, garages and other 
items utilizing surplus time of yard 
men and odds and ends in lumber stock 
should never be neglected as a poten- 
tial income producer. Where there are 
industrial plants to be serviced, a 
small woodworking and fabricating 
plant can be used to supply boxing 
and crating as well as to satisfy the 
maintenance and repair needs of such 
institutions. In making any market 
appraisal, these possibilities should be 
carefully evaluated. 


Tabulate the Information 


As the above information is accumu- 
lated it should be kept in carefully 
tabulated form on cards or blanks. If 
a complete, detailed job is desired each 
individual potential job could be listed 
somewhat according to the suggested 
card presented in connection with this 
article. By taking each individual job, 
entering it on a larger sheet and total- 
ing the potential needs of the trading 
area, a comprehensive picture of the 
market is available to the dealer. 
This would give him the factors on 
which to base a decision as to future 
expansion in his merchandising pro- 
gram—whether it would mean rebuild- 
ing or remodeling the lumber yard or 
adding to or subtracting from the lines 
now being carried. 


Supplementary to the above trade 


area survey, but nevertheless impor- 
tant in any determination of future 
addition or subtraction of building ma- 
terial lines, is a careful appraisal of 
all the building materials used in the 
building and maintenance of homes in 
the community to be served, and the 
percentages of such materials used 
in each completed structure. A chart 
prepared by one dealer in a typical 
community in the Middle west is pre- 
sented on these pages. A _ similar 
tabulation of needs for farming and 
industrial building materials might 
also be prepared as a guide to stocks 
of merchandise to be carried. 


There are many varied predictions on the postwar volume of farm building, but the 
farm market for building material dealers should never be underrated and each individ- 
ual dealer in his own trading area should know at the present time pretty well what 
the potentials are for future business. 


Good salesmanship in the future will sell many interior home remodeling and insula- 
tion jobs in neighborhoods dominated by older houses. With savings accounts bulging, 
many homeowners will talk business now and be ready to proceed as soon as. materials 
and labor are available. 
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Products 


HEN THE NEEDS of the com- 
munity have been determined and 
the dealer has decided as to about 


Such lines as plumbing, heating and 
appliances, not to mention builders’ 
hardware, have been going into build- 
ing material stores throughout the 
nation in communities where there are 
possibilities for further cultivation of 
such lines, previously brought in from 


to the interior of the home in the form 
of millwork, cabinets, shelving, etc., 
as Christmas gifts can pay out well 
during that wintertime lull. Some 
dealers have even gone so far as to go 
into the sale of certain types of toys 
as a stimulant to slow winter sales 
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on material due to faulty installa- 
tion. 

Any survey of potential business 
possibilities in the community should, 
therefore, include assembling of data 
on which to base a decision on the fol- 
lowing points. The dealer should 
know whether he wants to do the fol- 
lowing things: 

1. Act as a sales headquarters for 
all building materials and household 
equipment, and select or suggest con- 
tractors to do the installing. 

2. Offer complete architectural and 
construction service for homes, farm 
buildings and other structures, and 
contract directly with the consumer. 
He could either: 

(a) Do the work with the dealer’s 

own crews; or 

(b) Subcontract all work to inde- 

pendent contractors. 

3. Maintain no construction crews, 
but keep a force of carpenters, paint- 
ers and general building mechanics on 
the staff for direct contracting of all 
maintenance and repair work, reroof- 
ing and insulation. 

4. Buy parcels of land, subdivide 
them and build homes for sale, using 
either his own contracting crews or 
subcontracting work to independent 
contractors.

OW THAT THE TYPES of build- 

ing materials to be stocked and 

the services to be rendered have 
been determined, a careful appraisal 
of the plant needed to adequately 
handle the business must be made— 
storage and sales room facilities. Lum- 
ber yards will not all become building 
material stores and sales rooms over- 
night, but there has been a marked 
trend during the last few years to- 
ward the store-type of sales room. 
Merchandise displays and bins to 
stimulate over-the-counter sales are 
becoming more and more frequent, 
especially in the larger centers, so 
the question of sales room design is 
of prime importance. It is recom- 
mended that if the dealer plans to de- 
velop a volume cash sales business, 
that he redesign his store to: 


1. Display as much merchandise as 
possible to the passerby. 


2. Arrange it and maintain it to 
attract pedestrian and automobile 
trade. 


3. Make it as simple as possible for 
customers to find and buy what at- 
tracts them. This infers there will be

Location of Building 


A second requisite is adequate light- 
ing of a kind designed to give the 
night pedestrian a view of the items 
offered. It has been argued, and on 
good basis, that such a store will pay 
best when it is located on a downtown 
street or close enough to the down- 
town area so that pedestrian traffic 
is heavy. The experience of a number 
of dealers whose locations are in the 
traditional “down by the _ tracks” 
neighborhood belies that argument. 
Nevertheless, a good location on a 
busy street is of immeasurable value 
in properly capitalizing on such a 
store. Building material manufactur- 
ers and lighting equipment firms have 
a wealth of information and material 
to assist the dealer in converting his 
sales premises into highly attractive 
customer-pulling stores. 

In connection with the remodeling 
or conversion of an old-style lumber 
yard into a modern store, it should 
not be overlooked by the dealer who 
has an important, profitable contractor 
trade, that the store in itself might

The 
entrance to this room should not take 
the contractor or mechanic through 
the main store and display room. 

The best merchandise displayed in 
the most attractive manner is not in 
itself enough to create sales. A com- 
prehensive advertising and merchan- 
dising program should be outlined, 
tailored to fit the community to be 
served—and then strictly adhered to. 
Newspaper advertising and publicity, 
plus whatever direct mail is deemed 
advisable, properly planned and exer- 
cised will do much to assure the suc- 
cess of the carefully planned and 
stocked building material store. Lack 
of planning and coordination in adver- 
tising may ruin it. 


Personnel 


HERE IS STILL another—and 
very important—pillar on which 
successful merchandising rests. 

That is intelligent selection and train- 
ing of personnel. This problem per- 
meates the entire organization and is 
so important that a special series of 
articles on the subject is being 
planned for future issues of American 
Lumberman. A few pertinent points 
that should always be observed, how- 
ever, are not out of order here. 

The old method of hoping that a 
bookkeeper or a yardman might, by 
lifting himself by his own bootstraps, 
develop into a salesman has not been 
enough for many years, and will be 
found to be a definite and measurable 
handicap in doing business in the 
postwar years. Salesmen should be 
chosen from applicants because they 
indicate by measuring rods that can 
be applied they have sales ability. Too 
often in the past, all new help was 
put to work in the lumber yard piling 
lumber because that was the tradi- 
tional way of starting in the ‘retail 
lumber business. The fact that a man 
can pile lumber properly is no indica- 
tion of his sales ability. That he can- 
not pile lumber, or does not want to, 
is likewise no indication that he is not 
an excellent salesman. 


Define Each Job to Be Done 


The first move in determining what 


personnel is required to move the ma-. 


terials from the sales room to the con- 
sumer is a careful study of what work 
is to be done, and how you, the dealer, 
want it done. That means all of the 
jobs to be filled must be defined, and 
the duties of all who fill these jobs 
must be defined. 

Assignments of duties should be 
made so there is no overlapping in 
duties or authority, from the office 
boy on up to the general manager. 
Courtesy and politeness, plus neatness 
in appearance should be evident for 
the truck driver delivering coal and 
building materials as well as for the 
office force. In the office and on the 
sales floor, the employees should be 
so situated and the work they are to 
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do so assigned that a woman buying 
a 59-cent can of paint will not force 
a homeowner or a commercial building 
owner to cool his heels while waiting 
to purchase several hundred dollars 
worth of merchandise. “Beware the 
fury of a patient man.” 

It is assumed the building material 
stores being installed by dealers are 
designed to attract women and that 
they will at all times be maintained 
so that any housewife in the store 
would feel as perfectly at ease as she 
would in any of her favorite stores on 
the main stem. In some instances it 
might be advisable to consider the ad- 
dition of a woman or two to the sales 
staff in the larger building material 
store who could talk a woman’s lan- 
guage to such customers. 

There will be sharp competition for 
the cream of the servicemen crop at 
the close of the war. The men who 
return have been subjected to the most 
rigorous training ever given so large 
a group. Many of them have seen the 
training pay off in life on the battle 
fronts. Experience of many employers 
who have already employed discharged 
servicemen indicate the returning vet- 
eran will not be satisfied with just a 
job in which he will be allowed to 
work out his own salvation. The best 
of them will have to be convinced that 
the company with whom they accept 
employment has a policy, a plan for 
development, and a training program 
through which the serviceman can be 
helped to learn more about the busi- 
ness, increase his utility to it, and, as 


a result, have an opportunity to in- 
crease his earnings. Retail lumber- 
men have as great a need for compe- 
tent operation and sales personnel as 
any other type of business men, and 
will need to be alert to the demands 
made on them by the most promising 
of the returning veterans. 

Future retail building material store 
planning need not, in general, antici- 
pate any radical departure from oper- 
ational procedure as the trade knew 
it before the war. It does need, how- 
ever, to anticipate the need for 
stronger competition. To meet that 
need, a complete plan is necessary. It 
must be a plan definite enough to be 
workable and flexible enough to meet 
conditions that cannot be anticipated. 

It goes without saying that every 
retail lumber and building material 
dealer should adopt the policy that if 
anything is sold in his community in 
the line of homes or materials and 
equipment for homes, he should sell 
it—first and best—if it can at all be 
appropriately handled in a lumber 
yard. It follows that the best selling 
can be done in a plant designed for 
sellng—and with an organization 
built to bring the business to your 
yard—a carefully selected, efficiently 
integrated staff of intelligent em- 
ployees, each of whom knows his job 
and its relation to other jobs, and 
each of whom is continuously made 
conscious of the fact he is being 
encouraged in every way to improve 
his utility in order to merit higher 
earnings.

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TO STORE MODERNIZATION 


The lumber and building material dealer can operate 


designing is sweeping the nation 

today. Retailers in all lines have 
been seized with “modernization 
fervor”, and the lumber and building 
material dealers are no _ exception. 
Merchants are eyeing their stores 
critically, planing extensive remodel- 
ing jobs. Some are planning to put 
up new buildings. 

The fervor has extended from the 
big cities to the towns, hamlets and 
crossroads of America. It has affected 
druggists, grocers, furniture and hard- 
ware dealers, electrical dealers and 
retail lumbermen. Many of them have 
actually prepared plans and intend to 
start modernizing as soon as materials 
and labor are available. 

This activity is a healthy sign. It 
heralds the approach of a better and 
more prosperous era with consumer 
merchandise once again plentiful. It 
presages the development of better 
retail stores with greater customer 
appeal—and therefore with greater 
ability to sell goods and earn profits 
for the merchant. 

Many dealers, however, are liable to 
go off the deep end in their moderniza- 
tion plans. Letting individualistic 
preferences be the:sole guide, they will 
grope blindly in the dark toward an 
unsatisfactory solution. They will 
spend too much, or too little, and end 
up with a remodeled store which may 
be prettier than it was before but no 
more satisfactory as a place to sell 
merchandise. 


Sales Are the Test 


After all, it’s not what the dealer 
thinks of his store that counts—it’s 
what the customers think of it. If 
they like to shop there, they’ll buy 
there. The only yardstick by which 
We can measure the success of a store 
design is its ability to sell merchandise 
and keep the cash register ringing a 
merry tune. 

Stores have been aptly described 
as “machines for selling”, and that’s 
exactly what they are—or should be. 
Just as one cannot design a machine 
until he knows what it will be used 
for, so he cannot design a store until

successfully in a modest salesroom — or a super store. 
It all depends on the type of business he is seeking. 


he knows what is expected of it. He 
must know what the dealer intends to 
sell and to whom he intends to sell it. 

If a lumber dealer, for example, 
sells exclusively to contractors and 
industrial firms he needs a different 
type of store than the dealer who 
derives most’ of his volume from 
housewives, homeowners and other 


consumers. The lumberman who caters — 


to a large farm trade should operate 


from a different type building than the . 


city dealer. The retailer who handles 
counter merchandise needs a store that 
will attract customer traffic. The man 
who deals primarily with contractors 
does not. 

Careful evaluation and analysis of 
the merchandising job to be done, the 
materials to be sold and the customers 
to be reached-are the bases on which 
plans for store moderization should 
be made. 


Lumber Dealer Problems 


Lumber and building material deal- 
ers, because of the large stocks they 
normally carry, face a more compli- 
cated problem than retailers in other 
lines. Lumber, insulation, millwork, 
hard materials etc., are all bulky and 
require large storage space. Further- 
more, they do not so readily lend 
themselves to counter display as do 
waffle irons, canned peaches or diamond 
rings. Obviously the lumberman could 
not maintain a store like the hardware 
dealer, grocer or jeweler. It was this 
problem that gave rise to the lumber 
yard as we know it today. 

Many lumbermen, in fact, do not 
have “stores” at all, but merely a 
yard and a small building to house the 
office. Most of them have sample or 
display rooms, but really modern sales 
rooms are still comparatively new to 
this industry. 

The fact that a dealer does not have 
a glamorous store is no reason to con- 
demn him as unprogressive, because 
that lumberman with the average 
looking yard and the small office build- 
ing may be doing an excellent mer- 
chandising job. He may be dealing 
with farmers or contractors and en- 
joying a large volume of business. 
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But there are distinct trends under- 
way that may change the picture: of 
building material retailing. More and 
more lumber dealers are depending on 
direct sales to consumers. Before the 
war package sales of homes and re- 
modeling jobs were becoming the 
standard method of operation. Sales 
of counter items direct to the house- 
wife were developing into a very 
profitable factor. These trends will 
develop more rapidly after the war. 


The Analytical Approach 


It’s up to each lumber dealer to 
analyze his individual problem and 
solve it; there is no standard pattern 
of operation which can be imposed on 
the entire industry. The dealer should 
study his own business records, the 
postwar business potential in his area, 
and the visible operations of his 
nearby competitors. He should care- 
fully consider all trends in the light 
of his own and other dealers’ experi- 
ences. In this way, he will probably 
see his business in a different light 
than he did ten years ago. 

This carcful evaluation will give 
the retailer the information he needs 
to make his plans and bring his store 
up to postwar standards. Without it 
he will be floundering in the dark. 

On the following pages are many 
articles, photographs and drawings 
comprising a wealth of authoritative 
information on store modernization. 
Some of the articles discuss theoretical 
aspects of the subject, but most of 
them are practical discussions based 
on actual experiences. They have 
been gathered from authorities in 
many fields, but all of them contain 
fundamental knowledge that will be 
of benefit to lumber and building ma- 
terial dealers. 


An Over-All Problem 


Store planning, to be done intelli- 
gently, must be considered as a single, 
over-all problem. First move, of 
course, is a decision on location and 
a careful appraisal of that location 
as to the type and amount of auto- 
mobile and pedestrian traffic moving 
past the site. It goes without saying 
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that a retail building material store 
located on a busy highway on the 
outskirts of a community will vary 
in appearance and arrangement from 
a store situated on a busy downtown 
street adjacent to other stores and 
accommodating pedestrian traffic. 

The store building and its front, 
designed to attract customers, cannot 
be designed independently of the loca- 
tion, nor can it be designed without 
at the same time considering the 
interior arrangement. Every display, 
every department, each show ‘window 
and the entire store front must blend 
into one harmonious whole. Yet the 
arrangement must be sufficiently flex- 
ible that displays and departments 
can be changed without disrupting the 
harmony. 

The ideas and layouts for store 
fronts and interior displays presented 
on these pages were assembled from 
a wide range of sources. They were 
selected for publication because ott 
of all of them, you, as retail lumber 
and building material dealers, may find 
some help in planning the moderniza- 
tion or construction of your future 
sales premises. These are the trends, 
but each individual dealer, working 
with a designer of his own choosing, 
must blend these components into a 
complete layout that will fit his par- 
ticular type of business. That is 
the only sound basis for moderniza- 
tion,

Now—let me ask a blunt question. 
Is your store 100 percent ready for 
modern merchandising? Is it more 
attractive, more convenient, better 
staffed than your competitor’s? Is it 
the best “machine” for selling your 
particular type of merchandise? Are 
your window displays attractive? Do 
they tie in with the other advertising, 
with your manufacturer’s national 
advertising .. . for that is what win-

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dows are, too. Just advertising. 

Take inventory in your mind’s eye 
now. Does your store have that some- 
thing extra the Hollywood boys call 
“umph?” How does the exterior 
strike the average passer-by? Does 
your store-front literally “pull ’em in” 
as they go past? It only takes eleven 
seconds to walk past the average retail 
store...eleven precious seconds in 
which to make—or lose a sale. 

Doesn’t matter too much? Well— . 
how many times have you walked or 
driven up and down the streets of a 
town looking for just that certain 
place to eat? And—how many thou- 
sands of restaurants have you walked 
past—because they weren’t just right. 

How many filling stations have you 
driven past—when “A”, “B”, and “C” 
books were for kindergartens only— 
to find just the right one? You wanted 
it clean, efficient, well lighted, selling 
a popular brand of gasoline—you sim- 
ply wanted the latest in modern lux- 
ury. Certainly you did. It’s a natural 
desire. 

It isn’t so far back that you can’t 
remember the old sidewalk gasoline 
pump. You drove up, and if you had 
a Ford, as we did, you stood up and 
raised the front seat so the operator 
in his greasy overalls could put in 
five gallons of gas...and any old kind, 
too. Sanitary rest rooms? Coca- 
Cola machines? Ample room off the 
street? Trim castles of white porce- 
lain enamel or English cottages for 
smart architectural effects? Gas 
pumps that told you how much? Why 
..-you never dreamed of such things. 

Well—we had that Ford and that 
front. seat in 1925—just twenty years 
ago the average modern filling station 
wasn’t even in the dream stage. How 
old is your store exterior? Have 
you made any really basie changes in 
your facilities? Are you up-to-date? 
Do you have what people want? 

Don’t ask yourself if your store is 
right. After all, you’ve been with it 
for a long time...it’s your “baby.” 
Ask your customers, ask your sales 
results, ask your competitor’s sales 
results, ask successful merchants in®* 
other cities. Look around. Some- 
times it is hardest to see the trees 
where the forest is most dense. 

Literally thousands of merchants 
are planning extensive remodeling 
programs, expansion programs, new 
building programs. And—the inevit- 
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able question being asked is, “What 
shall I do?” The answer is easy, per- 
haps easier than you ever dreamed it 
was. But, it takes work...plenty 
of it. Footwork, handwork, and head- 
work. 

Your local architect is a highly 
skilled and able man. He is expert in 
the creation of designs that function 
mechanically, to keep you warm, dry. 
and provide light. But...you have to 
do the one job he can’t do...really 
apply a science to advertising your 
business. His is basically a building 
science, an interpretive science of 
things you want and need. Yours must 
be the science of classifying and qual- 
ifying your needs. 

Please let me warn you of this... 
don’t have any preconceived ideas 
when you start. Look at your store 
and its front purely as a blank book of 
white paper. The outside sheet, or 
the front, is the cover of the book. 
Inside the book are other blank white 
sheets... these are to be the chapters, 
or the departments in your store. But 
remember...they are blank. The lim- 
itations? Well, consider then the size 
of the sheets of paper...how much 
and how well you can print on each 
one, in other words. 

Now... what story do you want to 
tell? To whom is the story best suited ? 
What kind of people are they? What 
do they like? Where else can they 
buy what you sell? What is that 
store—or those stores—like? How 
will you advertise to these potential 
customers you want? What will you 
promise them if they buy from you? 
Will they like what you have to offer? 
Is it easy for them to buy from you? 
Is it hard to park near your store? 
Is the store hard to find? Normally, 
people only walk 1,000 feet from a 
car. Is the store cool in summer... 
warm in winter? Will the character 
of the store itself create a desire for 
ownership? Will the clerks work well 
in it? What about good acoustics? 
Lighting your merchandise? 


These and the many other questions 
you must answer—or have your cus- 
tomers, your clerks and your com- 
petitors answer—they are the neces- 
sary start, the footwork of getting 
ready to modernize. Next, when they 
are all answered, comes the headwork, 
and the handwork. 


But—headwork comes first. What 
is the volume these people will bring 
you—can afford to bring you? Some-

the name of the company and design of the store front. 


This could very well be 


adapted to a retail building material store on a good business street. 


where in between is the dollar figure 
you have to invest in this advertising 
program. Where does the money come 
from? Well, it should be budgeted 
and charged off just like all your other 
advertising money. Plan to amortize 
it over a five year period...when 
again you’ll be making more changes, 
streamlining, to meet the demands of 
1950. Remember, there will be a lot 
of changes by that time. 

Treat your store just like an ad you 
would run in your newspaper. But 
remember...you have far more to 
work with. Your models in this pic- 
ture can be real live people. You don’t 
need to try and simulate blue sky and 
clouds. ..the outdoors is full of them. 
You don’t need to fake the colors... 
you will have all the actual colors of 
the rainbow to work with...use them 
in proportion and treatment to your 
needs. Colors have a psychological 
effect, you know. Be sure they are

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expertly and carefully blended to get 
the favorable psychological effects you 
are after. This is the place where 
your architect fits in so importantly. 
But you must tell him your needs first. 
Treat the store-front as the adver- 
tising medium it is...as the cover of 
the book. Is it interesting, does it 
give a glimpse inside? Does it make 
the right people want to open the 
cover and read the contents? Are the 
chapters easy to find? Remember the 
lettering? Not just what the lettering 
says...but the actual lettering style. 
It has character, too. It must blend 
in with everything else. Remember 
the display windows, on which you 
bank so much. Remember the easy 
entrance. ..the parking facilities. . .all 
of the things we’ve covered. And most 
of all, remember the people you are 
planning to sell to...this “machine 
for selling” is designed to accommo- 
date them—make them want to buy. 
Above all, let me stress this one 
point. Since your store is literally a 
“machine for selling”—an advertising 
and display medium for your mer- 
chandise, always consider it as such. 
Remember—you are the advertiser— 
not the advertising reader. Your ad- 
vertising may’ not be what you want 
to see, or read, not by a long shot! 
What you feel, or like, is not im- 
portant. It is what your customers 
like, what they respond to, that rings 
the cash register.

ITH THE END of the war will 
come a mad scramble—a sudden 
decision to rush headlong into the 

remodeling of your store. And what 

a tragedy that will be—if you are not 

prepared. At the first available mate- 

rials you’ll engage anyone you can 
get your hands on to fix up the old 
place trying to beat competition to the 
draw. ..but in the long run only regret 
will be the answer. I say this from 
actual experience—for no face-lifting 
job—large or small, can be jumped 
into without getting all tangled up in 

a mess you'll never straighten out. 

Your anxiety will overcome good logic 

with the result of a poor and costly 

modernization job. There will be many

new ways of remodeling, many new 
kinds of material, and many new 
methods of applying it. New methods 
and new plans will come along con- 
stantly. 

You are after ideas and plans, and 
that’s as it should be. To keep abreast 
of the times it is part of our future 
merchandising plans to redecorate our 
stores to fit the new era that lies 
ahead, to keep ahead of competition 
and not behind it. That’s why the 
aggressive merchant has some sort of 
plan in mind but he doesn’t know 
“where to begin,” when—how—and 
with what. Ideas are everywhere. 
What to do is the problem. How to 
do it. How to do it without too much

this modern store will emerge from the present establishment. 
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cost. How to do it in the right way. 

I have personally remodeled many 
small and large stores. I am not an 
architect or a designer but merely a 
merchant. Therefore, perhaps I can 
lend some suggestions that may be of 
help in solving your problem. I have 
learned “what not to do” and how to 
cut corners to gain the greatest 
amount of effect at little cost. I have 
learned to “merchandise my remodel- 
ing” for after all any modernization 
job should be done with selling in 
mind and not to tickle the vanity of 
some merchant who just wants some- 
thing pretty because the other fellow 
has it. I have made a great study on 
the subject of store modernization and 
have seen store after store jump head- 
long into a costly remodeling job that 
never did fit the merchant’s way of 
doing business. It was either over- 
done or too ornate, or without thought 
of “merchandising.” It wasn’t flexible 
but too permanent. 

In planning any face-lifting for the 
store’s exterior, or in rearranging the 
interior, wise counsel prescribes 
against too heavy investment in 
definitely styled installations or too 
permanent an installation. Permanent 
installations are soon outmoded yet 
their cost is so great that they could 
not be thrown out before their period 
for depreciation. Sometimes it is wise 
to modernize step by step in order 
to properly promote each department. 

It will pay big dividends to employ 
a competent architect or designer fam- 
iliar with retailing to supervise your 
job. If you can not employ this sort 
of flexible architect, then employ a 
local sign man with experience in 
building theatrical displays. Have you 
ever noticed how effective these dis- 
plays are, yet how far from being a 
permanent fixture? Usually your sign 
man, if he is a good one, is thoroughly 
familiar with design as well as color

this firm has conducted extensive studies and made decisions as to products to be 


merchandised. A definite plan regarding personnel to handle the merchandising has 
also been set up. 
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and knows how to build what you want 
at little cost. But watch out for the 
architect that can think of nothing 
but permanent installations. Your 
job must be flexible to be practical 
and to serve the purpose for which it 
is intended—selling of merchandise. 
Therefore, engage an architect who 
has had experience in building retail 
stores and not one who does nothing 
but commercial, factory, and private 
homes. 

Every modernization job is an in- 
dividual project, governed by condi- 
tions that are never the same. What 
is a good remodeling job for a store 
in Baltimore may not necessarily be 
good for a store in Moline, Ill. Your 
real success is knowing how to accum- 
ulate all the material made available 
to you on the subject of remodeling 
and adapt the ideas to your own prob- 
lem. In selecting an architect or a 
designer, by all means take him into 
your confidence. Unless you have full 
confidence in him, don’t use him. Just 
remember that there are specialists in 
retail stores, and there are architects 
whose principal plans have been apart- 
ments, homes, banks, factories, etc. 
When you obtain your architect, take 
him to dinner, let him know your prob- 
lem, tell him what you have in mind. 
Show him the multitude of clippings 
you have accumulated, the photo- 
graphs you have assembled, the litera- 
ture you have on file. Let him study 
it and if necessary, send him to a few 
stores that have done an outstanding 
job of modernization. When you have 
accomplished all this—go ahead and 
rebuild your store when material is 
made available. But be ready when 
that day arrives. 


What About Your Store Front? 


Perhaps the store front is your big- 
gest problem? A good store front is 
a great asset. It reflects a progres- 
sive, alert and style-conscious estab- 
lishment. Your store front is the 
outward characteristic by which people 
know you. Make it impressive but 
watch out that you don’t over-do it, 
make it too elaborate, and frighten 
away your logical class of trade. The 
tattle-tale galvanized and cast iron 
cornices, protruding window sills, and 
other unsightly elements are relics of 
the past. Vitreous glass when avail- 
able produces outstanding effects and 
comes in combinations of pastel 
shades. Indiana limestone and glazed

brick produces other effects. Firms 
such as the glass manufacturers have 
designers that will take over your 
entire problem of designing your store 
front. But again I say—watch care- 
fully the vital necessity of having your 
store front in keeping with the class 
of business you do. When you change 
over your front, keep these things in 
mind: How high off the walk should 
I have my windows? Where will my 
entrance be? Double or single doors? 
How many windows? How high up 
will I go with remodeling—all the 
way or just above the windows on the 
first floor? Where will my sign be 
installed? 


Display Windows 


The question, “open or closed dis- 
play backgrounds” for your windows! 
It can be decided only when the indi- 
vidual problem involved is taken into 
consideration. Bear in mind that your 
windows perform a great job of sell- 
ing or creating interest. They can 
“intrigue” lookers—bring them in so 
to speak. Some stores get best results 
with backgrounds blocking off dis-

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tracting views; others do equally well 
without backgrounds, giving the spec- 
tator a view of the entire store. In 
my opinion, either type of window 
should have platforms raised slightly 
off the floor. If you have a small store 
and a good looking interior, open back- 
ground displays will reveal something 
worthwhile and I recommend them. 
If your store is large then I recom- 
mend the closed type of background. 
With closed backgrounds, you can 
create interesting windows. If you 
have a narrow frontage, a recessed 
entrance will increase your window 
space. 


Planning Departments 


Let’s sum up the fundamental re- 
quirements to a good remodeling or 
modernization job. First, remember: 
departments must earn the space they 
get. How much of the total available 
space shall be devoted to various de- 
partments? How do you find out? 
Walk through your store...jot down 
notes! Study your past sales record 
and what you propose to do in the 
future—what departments you desire 
to enlarge. The sales flow of mer- 
chandise as it occurs in your own 
store is the best guide to follow. You 
do not want to buck the logical trend, 
unless there is some factor involved 
that you wish to correct. Study care- 
fully your own records of sales by 
departments to total sales. Then, 
making due allowances for the ne- 
cessity of seasonal requirements and 
local considerations, as well as physi- 
cal requirements of various types of 
merchandise, balance that with the 
percentage of space allotted to various 
departments against the total avail- 
able space. That provides an ideal 
starting point.

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ing retail lumber dealer is plan- 

ning to be a vital factor in the 
postwar era. His ambition points 
toward being the main source of 
supply for building materials in his 
community. The days of the “coal 
and lumber yard” with its “shanty” 
office where the dealer waited placidly 
for orders to come to him are a 
thing of the past. 

The potentialities of becoming the 
focal point of interest and the center 
of activity in tomorrow’s construc- 
tion, repair and remodeling programs 
have furnished the stimuli to stir the 
dealer’s business acumen. Embracing 
all of the equipment and merchandise 
which is covered in the broad scope 
of building materials, cooperating 
with the various contractors com- 
prising the building trades, assisting 
architects and builders in the plan- 
ning of structures and providing a 
showroom for product display are the 
major factors of the assignment which 
the retail lumber dealer plans to 
undertake in the postwar era. 

Of these factors the showroom will 
play an all important part because 
it will actually become a salesroom. 
Many items which the dealer will 
handle will fall in that class requiring 
negotiation before a transaction is 
completed. Many others will be 


T= AGGRESSIVE, forward-look- 
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classified as “over-the-counter” sales. 


Both classifications will be sold 
more readily if properly displayed in 
a well-planned store or showroom. 
“Eye-appeal” does much in creating 
“sales-appeal” because approximately 
87 percent of our impressions are 
visual. It is only sensible that with 
such a realization there cannot be too 
much emphasis placed on the neces- 
sity of installing good lighting. Our 
sense of sight is useless when there 
is no light. By the same token, poor 
lighting results in poor “see-ability” 
and sales are handicapped. 

Dealers have had and will continue 
to receive much advice on store lay- 
outs, display arrangements, etc. Un- 
fortunately, most of the merchandis- 
ing designers either ignore lighting 
recommendations entirely or cover 
them in some generalized statement 
such as “Lighting is important.” “Be 
sure your illumination is adequate.” 

It is always difficult to make spe- 
cific recommendations for lighting on 
a generalized basis. Each project 
should be studied in order that the 
most satisfactory results are ob- 
tained. Studies of this nature require 
the services of a competent illuminat- 
ing engineer. Such services are not 
difficult to obtain. Almost every elec- 
tric utility company, most lighting 
equipment manufacturers and. many 
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electrical wholesalers have local light- 
ing representatives available who 
stand ready to submit recommenda- 
tions and suggestions without obliga- 
tion or expense to the customer. This 
is a very practical suggestion which 
should not be overlooked. 

Of course, there are certain gen- 
eral considerations and helpful sug- 
gestions to be made which the dealer 
should evaluate in his own concept of 
good lighting. 

Science has uncovered sufficient 
data on the complex seeing process 
to establish the desirability of produc- 
ing artificial illumination in levels 
comparable to daylight values. This 
means that we should provide a mini- 
mum of 100 foot-candles or more of 
artificial light for every seeing task. 
However, economic considerations as 
well as engineering difficulties with 
present-day light sources, equipment 
and structures make installations of 
this type impractical in many cases. 
As a result many lighting installa- 
tions today provide 20 foot-candles or 
less. Conversely, we have seen during 
the war period the production bene- 
fits to be derived in 35 to 50 foot- 
candle installations in industrial 
plants and the potential gains which 
higher levels indicate for all lighting 
applications. 

Our commercial sense tells us that 
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if great numbers of people (the thou- 
sands upon thousands who have been 
working in war plants) have become 
accustomed to good lighting in the 
35-50 foot-candle range, then postwar 
stores must be lighted to levels of 
50-75 foot-candles if they would at- 
tract attention. Of course, these levels 
apply to general interior illumination. 
For special displays and showcases, 
levels should increase to between 100 
and 200 foot-candles, 

Lighting should not be judged on a 
basis of initial investment. The only 
way to determine the cost of light 
is on an annual basis. Fixed charges 
should be properly amortized and 
these, together with service charges 
should establish an annual cost of 
operation for any lighting system. 
Comparisons of various proposed 
lighting systems should be made only 
when they will provide the same 
quality and quantity of light. Other- 
wise, adjustments in comparisons 
should be made to compensate for 
inequalities. 

A true comparison of a poor light- 
ing installation with a good lighting 
installation will show a very small 
difference in the annual cost of op- 
eration. And the benefits to be de- 
rived from good lighting will more 


than offset the increased cost. 

Actually, the most important item 
about lighting to be considered is 
how much does it mean to sales? If 
this is properly weighed then the 
cost of lighting gets down to only 
one fundamental—you should spend 
as much for lighting as you can rea- 
sonably justify and afford. 

The first step in the design of a 
lighting system is consideration of 
the light sources available—from 
which final selection will be made. 
Generally speaking, there are only 
two light sources which have any 
widespread application in store light- 
ing. The first of these is, of course, 
the incandescent lamp which, for 
many years, was the only electric 
light source available for artificial 
lighting. We are all familiar with 
the incandescent lamp and at this 
point it seems unnecessary to devote 
any time in discussing it. Conversely, 
the fluorescent lamp being compara- 
tively new has been gaining in popu- 
larity until it has reached the point 
that many people have the feeling 
that “unless it’s fluorescent it isn’t 
modern.” 

In the final analysis it is very prob- 
able that the store owner will use 
fluorescent lamps to provide general 


illumination and incandescent lamps 
to provide the “hot spotting” or 
“high lighting” of displays. It is 
quite possible that fixture manufac- 
turers will combine fluorescent and 
incandescent lamps for such purpose 
in their postwar designs. In other 
cases incandescent “down-lights” or 
reflector lamps will be used sep- 
arately. 

Lighting in stores should pro- 
vide something more than foot-can- 
dles to permit inspection of merchan- 
dise. It should also create an appro- 
priate atmosphere as a part of the 
store interior design and it should 
serve as a silent salesman in attract- 
ing customer attention to dislays for 
the purpose of stimulating impulse 
buying. It should aid in directing 
store traffic. Stores so lighted con- 
tribute a definite “plus” to better 
merchandising. They are pleasant 
and attractive places in which to buy 
and in which to work. 

Remember that one of the basic 
rules of good merchandising is “To 
sell it—show it” and to “show it” 
you must provide the lighting which 
makes seeing possible. If you are 
planning any modernization for fu- 
ture selling—make see-ability a must 
in your program. «.

less beneficial to manufacturer, 

retailer, and consumer alike that 
merchandise departments and store 
displays are receiving a “windfall” of 
attention in the current wave of retail 
store modernizing plans. I use the 
word “windfall” because it is possible, 
with available materials and under 
existing regulations, to exercise con- 
siderable latitude in reshaping and 
improving the interior of your store 
even though building materials for 
completing major structural changes 
are neither available nor are expendi- 


I IS MOST encouraging and doubt- 


tures of this type generally permitted 
at this time. And it seems quite likely 
that these conditions will continue to 
prevail for some months to come. 
Many stores have “modernized” 
within the past eight years. Most of 
these beginning in the late thirties 
immediately following recovery from 
the depression. Modernization was 
then, as now, the thing for all stores

“modernizing” usually signifies de- 
partment planning. 

Obsolescence factors already have 
and will further play an important 
part in creating dissatisfaction with 
many of those prewar projects. Most 
of the dissatisfaction, however, will 
be the result of incomplete planning. 

Prewar remodeling was largely 
modernization without evaluation be- 
cause primary consideration and the 
bulk of the expenditure was for a 
store front with little or no attention 
at all to remodeling the various de- 
partments and glamourizing the mer- 
chandise itself—it was mostly just a 
“face lifting.” The store appeared 
“modern” from the street but in dis- 
play and selling methods it changed 
little, if at all:

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Displaying board insulation and wall- 
boards is always a problem for retailers. 
Small pieces of boards used on the count- 
ers become soiled from handling and, 
even when new, fail to reveal the full at- 
tractiveness of the product. The two dis- 
plays above illustrate how the problem 
was solved by dealers who realize the 
value of a good presentation to prospects. 


In some instances it has been found that 
a few chairs and a table well-stocked with 
literature on building materials proves to 
be a fine sales help. In addition to mak- 
ing customers feel more welcome, it is a 
good way to get some prospects to look 
at “required” reading. 
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perhaps my subject should read: “Will 
It Be Modernization Without Proper 
Evaluation—Again?” 

If that question refers to a lack of 
proper interest in merchandise depart- 
ments, the answer is definitely “no.” 
For first planning this time, retailers 
generally are focusing their attention 
on the inside of the store—department 
by department. 

Going back again to the question, 
if it refers to modernization without 
proper evaluation of merchandising 
characteristics, department size, loca- 
tion, and profitability, the answer is 
certainly “yes.” Analysis of these 
factors and coordination of the results 
must precede even the initial develop- 
ment of modernizing plans if the job 
is to be as you want it—tailored to 
your own store needs. If you choose 
to resort to assigning the moderniza- 
tion of merchandise departments to 
an architect, or any other person with- 
out making absolutely sure that he 
knows your business and that his 
drafting board plans coincide with 
your own merchandising experience 
and policy, the chances are 50 to 1 
against your getting the result you 
need. 

What, then, is the proper approach 
to “modern” department planning? 
What steps should precede the draw- 
ing of the perspective which shows 
how the department will appear when 
modernized ? 

Here’s a plan which, if followed 
through each step progressively, will 
give you an “applied” modernizing 
program for your merchandise depart- 
ments—a plan which will insure the 
adaptability of any modernizing proj- 
ect to your store. 

STEP 1. Determine—by major 
merchandise classification—the annual 
sales volume which you can reasonably

STEP 5. Evaluate the profitability 
of each department or major merchan- 
dise classification. Rate each classifi- 
cation according to: 

a) The amount of sales volume it 
brings in. 

b) The amount of gross margin 
produced. (Not percentagewise but in 
number of dollars earned.) 

c) Rate of turnover (high turnover 
means low merchandise investment.) 

d) The amount of direct and ap- 
portioned expenses applicable to its 
operation. 

STEP 6. Determine the proper loca- 
tion for each merchandise classifica- 
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tion. Location for the department will 
depend on: 

a) Its profitability. 

b) Its relations to other depart- 
ments (consideration to related selling 
and traffic movement.) 

c) Customer convenience in shop- 
ping. 

d) Department space requirements 
vs. store space available. 

Only after you have properly evalu- 
ated your problem along these or 
similar lines are you prepared to 
discuss department modernization with 
your architect or whomever you select 
to make the perspective sketch and 
complete your modernizing plans. 
Having completed these preliminary 
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steps—steps that only you can com- 
plete—you will then know, and can 
intelligently relay to others, just what 
you should have in department mod- 
ernization and, more important, you 
can have it tailored to the needs of 
your store. 

By following such a preconceived 
plan for evaluating all influencing 
factors prior to modernization, you 
will not be handing over a floor plan 
blueprint with “Here it is—streamline 
it.” Neither will you unwittingly be 
changing your store merchandising 
policy in your effort to create a new 
atmosphere through department 
modernization. 


Plywood has become a big item in the 
lumber dealer’s sales picture—one that 
deserves adequate attention in his dis- 
play and sales room. At right is illus- 
trated a special plywood display unit 
built in sections to give it flexibility in 
size and in the use to which it may be 
put. The dealer can build one, two or 
three or more units according to the 
space he has available, and as indicated, 
it can be used on a flat wall or around 
corners. The area designed for photo 
murals of plywood in use is clearly indi- 
cated. A rack to hold plywood samples 
on edge extends along the bottom, and 
under the shelf is accommodations for 
literature. The slanting rack to hold the 
plywood samples on display is well illu- 
minated by fluorescent tubes concealed 
under diffusing glass at the top. All 
types of softwood, hardwood, and plastic 


faced plywoods that the dealer stocks, or 
supplies through his warehouse connec- 
tions should be represented among the 


samples. Below are cross section draw- 
ings showing dimensions—construction 
drawings and details are available from 
Douglas Fir Plywood Assn., Tacoma 
Bldg., Tacoma 2, Wash., who designed 
this display piece at AMERICAN LUM.- 
BERMAN’S request.

pair. An over-all program would sug- 
gest the important repairs or main- 
tenance. Where to tear out, build or 
paint, which will not have to be done 
over again later to a pattern you 
will determine upon. 

Color is a very important element 
of display; either the right or wrong 
color costs about the same per square 
yard. A good many dealers are afraid 
of their own color judgment and from 
many of the schemes put together 
in stores, I don’t blame them. Some 
colors are so weak they seem to need 
braces to hold them on the walls; 
others are so powerful the foreground 
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merchandise hasn’t a chance. Weak 
or strong colors do not mean lightness 
or darkness but hue quality. It is 
more or less true that all colors assort 
well together provided that space and 
value are considered. There is also

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this occurs more in tone variety than 
in hues. 

You should want to modernize not 
because it is going to be the fashion 
to do so, but the very nature of your 
business demands it. For the next 
few years people are going to buy a 
lot and they are not going to shop 
from one store to another to save a 
dollar but they are going to the store 
that shows by its own decorative treat- 
ment that they will get appropriate 
assistance and service. 

Your plans might call for a general 
overhauling, rearrangements of de- 
partments, new front or show win- 
dows. A good many of these will have 
to wait until after victory and the 
lifting of restrictions. But if you 
keep putting off the organization of 
this work you may be out on a very 
weak limb; for there will be hundreds 
of big and little store owners of the 
same thought at the same time and 
no one to do the work. On the other 
hand, you can get a lot of the little 
things behind you and have time to 
change your mind about many things 
you thought at first were wonderful. 

I know one very progressive mer- 
chant who realizes and hopes that per- 
haps never again will he be so short 
of merchandise that he could close off 
one floor at a time to do his moderniza- 
tion. He knows full well that the 
extensive program of air conditioning, 
new front, new lighting and major 
structural changes can not be done 
at this time but he is going on record

tempt to decide on certain aspects of 
rebuilding without going into them 
thoroughly.

an exhibit on display does not occur 
if the window is a part of the main 
floor. A store with a 25 or 30 foot 
front but with wider areas on the 
second or third floors might be better 
off keeping the windows open and 
treating the first half of the store as 
window display. On the other hand 
permanent backs do make possible 
better window trimming and help the 
interior of the store by shutting out 
the daylight and street views. 

No one person has all the answers 
on store design. Get as much informa- 
tion as you can about lighting, ma- 
terial, paints, windows and plans. 
Then when you are ready to get your 
work organized, talk to someone about 
coordinating the whole. Give the job 
to one person—an architect, designer, 
contractor, or someone in your own 
organization; otherwise the job would 
likely be unbalanced. Favor would 
be given to one phase. There are 
also the departmental specialists to 
consult with. 


Try to see your store for the first 
time as a stranger would do. Take 
notes on what you think should be 
done to make your place more attrac- 
tive, convenient, and up-to-date. You 
will probably find«that you can be a 
pretty good designer; and don’t forget 
that no matter what the structural 
condition of the building is, you and 
your men can be good housekeepers. 
Without spending a cent, you can im- 
prove the appearance. Many good

UILDING MATERIAL dealers of 
the nation have been bombarded 
for months with estimates as to 

the probable postwar home building 
volume. They have listened to it 
from speaking platforms, they have 
read it in their trade papers and in 
the public press. Conflicting esti- 
mates have caused considerable con- 
fusion. No one knows just what to 
expect. Truth of the matter is—no 
one can say definitely what the pic- 
ture will be because there are too 
many unknown factors that must 
take shape before any accurate esti- 
mate can be made. 

In making any appraisal of a home 
building market, a sharp distinction 
should be drawn between the need for 
homes and the ability of residents of 
a community to pay for the satisfac- 
tion of that need. Secondly, a house 
represents a capital investment which 
the owner expects to enjoy for a large 
part of his life. Third, the purchase 
of a home is a postponable invest- 
ment. The present home can be con- 
tinued in use or the lease on’ the 
house or apartment can be renewed 
and the prospective home builder 
waits another year.

The changes 
will continue to be _ evolutionary 
rather than revolutionary.

There continues to be much talk of 
the part the prefabricated house will 
take in the postwar market. There 
are those who claim that lumber 
dealers are about to lose this market 
to prefabricators who are entering ;

A casual glance at the prefabricat- 
ing house industry reveals there are 
still plenty of problems involved in 
the whole subject. Profitable distri- 
bution depends on large, concentrated 
markets. It is not claimed by the 
majority of prefabricating companies 
that they will be able to compete with 
the local builders for the occasional 
home built to order in the smaller 
cities and towns. There is not enough 
difference between the cost of the 
two types of houses to make it prof- 
itable for the prefabricator to go 
after such business, although there 
are hopeful enthusiasts who insist 
there are no geographical limits to 
their activities. An order for sev- 
eral hundred houses all built alike is 
one thing, while an order for one 
custom-built house is something en- 
tirely different. Furthermore, the 
quality of war housing will not sat- 
isfy postwar home builders. 

Under such circumstances the pre- 
fabricators must look for their busi- 
ness in the cities where the most 
homes are being built and that brings 
up the question of the attitude of the 
building craft unions. Will they re- 
fuse to handle the installation or as- 
sembly job without insisting that 
first the local members of the various 
approprite trades dismantle the 
plumbing, the wiring, millwork units, 
etc., and reassemble them on the site? 
There are many other problems in con- 
nection with prefabricated housing 
which space limitations do not permit 
the discussion of here. Unquestionably 
prefabricated home building is in the 
air, but the activity still has many a 
high hurdle to leap before the claims 
of its enthusiasts can be established. 


Trends in Design 

What are the trends in home build- 
ing design and construction? There 
has been very little except war hous- 
ing constructed during the last three 
years, consequently there are no 
trends among actual home builders 
on which to base opinions. They must 
be garnered from late prewar trends 
and the minds of those planning to 
build when materials and labor are 
available. 

Research and surveys reveal a 
marked trend away from the inten- 
tion to buy or build homes in the 
large cities. A preponderant majority 
of persons employed within large 
cities»will build in suburbs or in the 
country surrounding the cities. This 
fact has an important bearing on the 
design of homes to be occupied by 
“city” families. A tremendous poten- 
tial home remodeling market exists 
within the limits of cities because of 
the preponderance of old houses 
there. In a recent survey compiled 
by an American Lumberman staff 
member and the Small Homes Guide, 
it was revealed that more than three 
times as many persons will remodel 
city homes as will build new homes 
in cities. 

New homes in the postwar period 
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will be much better designed to take 


full advantage of the modern ele- 
ments in better building materials 
and equipment. A few innovations in 
materials are evident, but primarily 
future homes will incorporate more 
efficient utilization of the present 
materials. An almost universal ap- 
peal is for homes better built to save 
maintenance costs and at the same 
time to be simpler and more func- 
tional. 

Trend Toward Built-in Features 

The public is by no means sold on 
the socalled “modernistic” type of 
architecture. The enduring, accepted 
styles in improved versions of con- 
ventional architecture will continue 
to dominate, at least in the early 
postwar years. Home interiors, how- 
ever, will undergo more _ radical 
changes with a marked increase in 
built-in features to supplement fur- 
niture. Though a full basement under 
the home continues in strong favor 
there is a marked trend toward the 
first-floor utility room. From opinions 
rendered by prospective home build- 
ers, it is» obvious- that there is a 
strong increase in the number who 
feel the need for a room in the home 
devoted to a hobby, recreation or 
work space of some sort. 

The contention, so long maintained, 
that spaces such as the living room, 
dining room and kitchen should be 
cut up into separate cubicles sep- 
arated by full walls and doors in the 
home is fast going by the boards. 
Living and dining room spaces espe- 
cially are being blended more and 
more into a single unit. 

Larger glass areas admitting more 
light are gaining in popularity, espe- 
cially since thermal glass installa- 
tions and more efficient heating will 
compensate for the heat loss which 
would ordinarily occur with such a 
setup. 


Sliding doors in some spots in the. 





home are well liked by prospective 
home builders, especially for the 
kitchen where a swinging door very 
often takes up badly needed room 
when it stands open, as it does most 
of the time. 

A trend in bathroom design that is 
noticeable is aimed at permitting 
more than one person to occupy it 
at the same time, such as a separa- 
tion of the lavatory and bathtub 01 
shower from the stool area by a par- 
tition or sliding door. 

Insulation is a “must” in the post- 
war home in most regions of the na- 
tion, especially in the climates where 
extreme temperatures prevail. 

One and One-Half Story Popular 

There is a marked preference 
among those requesting house plans 
for the one and one-half story type 
of home, especially for younger mar- 
ried couples expecting to increase the 
size of the family. They hope to 
utilize the upper half story for extra 
bedroom space if needed. Too much 
emphasis cannot be placed on the 
advisability of providing plenty of 
closet and storage space throughout 
the future home, and, of course, large 
attics easily accessible can be a defi- 
nite asset to homes desired by a large 
segment of prospective purchasers. 

With more and more methods to 
utilize electricity becoming available, 
the electrical wiring, switch and out- 
let arrangement in homes to be built 
after the war’ will be of prime impor- 
tance. There *is a_ strong. trend 
toward more sciéntific indirect light- 
ing, more dual switches, outside out- 
lets and a master switch near the 
outside entrance so that its use will 
assure the homeowner there are no 
lights left burning when no one is in 
the home. 

Developments in heating and air 
conditioning equipment to be avail- 
able for future homes were discussed 
in the March 17 issue of American 


More consideration for the housewife, as well as appearance, is a must in future kitchen 
planning.

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Lumberman. Briefly, the trend is 
toward more compact, more efficient 
units operated automatically. Year 
round indoor temperature regulation 
is coming fast and any home layout 
for the future should take into con- 
sideration the possibility of installing 
air conditioning equipment, either at 
the time the home is being built or 
later. 


“Pet Peeves” to Consider 

In any discussion on home building 
it is always well to restate some of 
the ever-recurring “pet peeves” that 
home owners and occupants con- 
stantly talk about when viewing home 
construction objectively. They include 
poor room layout, inadequate closet 
space, lack of careful planning and 
consideration for the housewife in 
kitchen layout, lack of sunlight, in- 
adequate ventilation, faulty construc- 
tion, wasted space, rooms too small, 
poorly fitting doors and windows, win- 
dows too small or arranged in a poor 
manner. 

Out of the millions of written and 
spoken words on future home build- 
ing, one prominent Ohio retailer came 
forth a few months ago with a state- 
ment which is filled with food for 
thought and plenty of suggestion for 
action for all retail building material 
dealers. He said: 


One Dealer Says: 

“We believe, and always have be- 
lieved, that home construction is cry- 
ing for improved materials and im- 
proved methods. We know that re- 
finements and improvements will 
come, but they will come slowly. 
They will come by evolution, not rev- 
olution.

Capacity production for months 
on end, with no pause for rehabilita- 
tion, is a process which speeds depre- 
ciation of all things mechanical. 

This is what has happened to the 
lumber industry, and this period of 
over use has coincided with a period 
when new machinery is difficult or 
impossible to obtain, and has followed 
close on the heels of depression years 
when business volume was not suffi- 
cient to warrant the purchase of new 
equipment. Thus it is that the indus- 
try is doing its wartime job with a 
large amount of equipment that is 
over-age, and it will enter the post- 
war era with a keen desire to pur- 
chase new modern machines that will 
turn out even better products with 
increased efficiency. 

To get a more accurate picture of 
just exactly how the industry stands 
on this score AMERICAN LUMBER- 
MAN conducted a survey of a cross 
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W HAS TAKEN its toll in saw- 


section of representative sawmills, 
planing mills and woodworking estab- 
lishments and from that evolved the 
data on the accompanying chart. The 
chart shows, among other things, just 
how much business the machinery 
manufacturers are going to have to 
gear themselves to meet, and how 
much competition woodworkers and 
sawmill men are going to have in 
buying machinery. 

What are the over-all trends in the 
development of woodworking machin- 
ery? Complete enclosure of moving 
parts is one. The newer machines are 
all wrapped up in one package, en- 
closed in an over-all metal casing in 
contrast to the Rube Goldberg con- 
traption appearance of earlier models 
of the same machine, in which all 
parts were exposed to public gaze. 
The advantages are at least three- 
fold: streamlined, smooth appearance; 
minimizing sawdust and dirt that 
reaches friction points in the mechan- 
ism; and most important of all, the

safety factor—keeping workers’ cloth- 
ing and hands out of danger spots. 

Variable speed operation on certain 
types of machines, where this feature 
is of value, is another modern im- 
provement. Efficiency often depends 
upon the speed with which a saw or 
shaping tool hits a material of a cer- 
tain density and hardness. 

Force-feed lubrication adds years to 
the life of high speed machinery and 
it is a feature that has been incor- 
porated into modern woodworking ma- 
chines. Improved bearings made force- 
feed lubrication possible. 

Individual power sources, with that 
source as close as possible to the active 
moving parts is another goal of mod- 
ern designers. The trend is away 
from the central power plant with a 
single drive shaft serving motive force 
to a number of machines via pulleys. 
Direct feed of the power with a mini- 
mum of gears and belts eliminate 
much friction-caused power loss and 
gives more flexible control over the 
power delivered at the point of use. 
For example the trend is noticeable 
in some makes of swing saws where 
the motor has been brought down to 
the business end of the swing arm and 
the circular saw blade mounted di- 
rectly on the motor shaft, in contrast 
to keeping the motor stationary at 
the top of the arm and transmitting 
the power down its swinging length 
with a belt. Some moulders and 
planers have individual motors turning 
each of the various cutting heads, 
rather than attempting to tie their 
action to a single power source with 
complicated drive rods and belts and 
chains. 

Increasing speeds have been a part 
of woodworking machinery develop- 
ment, and machinery manufacturers 
see this feature as one answer to 
higher labor costs that the lumber 
industry is now facing, and in all prob- 
ability will continue to face even in 
postwar years. 
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Portable Sawmills 


The portable sawmill has had in- 
‘reasing popularity in recent years. 
In the early twenties several sawmill 
nanufacturers began building what 
yecame known as “tractor mills,” be- 
cause for the most part they derived 
heir power from light farm tractors. 

The greatest sale for these mills 
was through the Southern states, and 
nore often than not the operators 
made a clean cut of the small timber 
tracts in which they operated and 
then moved on to new stands. These 
early model mills were far from me- 
chanical perfection. Their output was 
light—usually between two to six 
thousand feet daily, and the quality 
of lumber produced was not high. 

With the depression came the prac- 
tical extinction of the “tractor saw- 
mill,” but from the very depth of that 
depression emerged the basis of the 
portable sawmill idea as it is known 
today, founded on sound forestry cut- 
ting practices. Improved power sources 
were the first step, followed by the 
development of better mills. Some of 
the operators realized that quality 
must be improved and trimmers and 
edgers were added to their plants. 
Portable mills of 1945 vintage can cut 
as much as 25 to 30 thousand feet a 
day, and it is good lumber. 

Ample low priced labor which was 
available at the start of the portable 
sawmill idea led operators to use man- 
power instead of machines for many 
operations. This is still true to a cer- 





tain extent, and labor costs per thou- 
sand remain high when compared to 
other sections. But increased wages 
are leading to further mechanization, 
and labor costs are tumbling at the 
present time, and will continue to fall 
as the war closes and new equipment 
becomes available. 

The Army Engineer Corps has been 
a real proving ground for portable 
sawmills. They have taken them into 
all parts of the world and used them 
on all types and species of lumber 
with singular success. These sawmills 
are described by the Corps “as the 
most complete setup of any engineer 
equipment arriving overseas.”

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Dry Kilns 


To speed and improve the drying of lumber, the industry, 
since the mid-1800’s, has experimented with and improved 
lumber dry kilns. The newest models, and they alone, 
are capable of drying hardwood lumber, green from the 
saw in a reasonable length of time and with a minimum 
of checking and degrade. 

Because such rapid advance in the results to be obtained 
from kiln drying has taken place in recent years, those 
operating old type kilns will have difficulty competing with 
newer operations. Drying speed is going to be the factor 
determining how soon and how fast usuable lumber will 
flow back into the civilian market after war needs have 
been met. 

The graph above is interesting—showing that 22 percent 
of all the dry kilns reported in this survey are more than 
20 years old, and 32 percent are between 10 and 20 years. 
The survey also indicated (though the fact is not shown 
on the graph) that manufacturers will admit that they 
are going to purchase more new dry kilns (in number 
and relative percentage) than any other unit of equipment 
reported in this list. 

Illustrated here are early and modern versions of one 
make of dry kilns, which are explanatory of the principles 
of operation involved.

The figures on the graph may not 
give a true picture of the head rig 
situation. The skyrocketing 72 per- 
cent of circular mills (shown at 
right) which are indicated to be be- 
tween five and ten years old would 
suggest that a good many portable 
mills came into these calculations. 

It is interesting to note also that 
in numbers of returns there were 
three times as many band mills re- 
ported as head rigs as there were cir- 
cular mills.

It is increasingly apparent that the 
practical sawmill operators are becom- 
ing more and more interested in their 
log carriages as a vital part of their 
mill equipment. No part of the mill 
is subject to more abuse from fast 
turning of logs, and yet must main- 
tain true alignment to produce accu- 
rate lumber. If the carriage is driven 


special 100-lb. “T” rails 6” high, the 
hardness of which just permits of 
machining. The rack and pinions 
are of steel, machine cut to very close 
tolerances. The knees are independent, 
permitting of an adjustment of 3” 
either forward or back from neutral 
position by 1” intervals, and made 
either solid for use with Knight type 
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with a friction or small steam feed, it 
cannot be built too heavy and cumber- 
some, which would slow down the re- 
versing motion and reduce the capac- 
ity of the mill. 

The carriage illustrated, built by 
The Enterprise Co., Columbiana, Ohio, 
weighing less than 4000-lbs., was de- 
signed and built for use with a 5-ft. 
band saw, and driven with a Soulé 
Spee-D-Twin steam feed. It is 20 ft. 
long, with four 44” opening head 
blocks, having six set of 2” axles, 12” 
wheels, and with off-sets applied to 
the two end axles actuated by a drag 
friction on back guide rail. The head 
blocks are of steel, each made of two 
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side dogs, or hollow with Boss in- 
serted tooth dogs inside of the knee 
and either Knight type or hammer 
dogs on outside of the knee. Head 
blocks are supplied with normal knee 
opening of 36”, 40”, 44”, 48”, and 52”. 

The set works are double acting, and 
will set accurately to 1/16” dimension. 
Included is a board dial gear driven 
from set shaft, and with either spring 
or power receding of the knees. 
Power is applied by a friction from 
an axle with bevel gears, the lever 
applying the receder either the spring 
or power type, raising the pawls from 
the set wheel so that the set works 
operator has only two levers to attend.

NEW, REALISTIC and exciting 
approach to store design exists 
today! It is based on inspired 
common sense, hard-working research 
and a drop or two of that elusive 
ingredient called imagination. 

Somewhat the same approach has 
given America the motor car and the 
airplane. Cars and airplanes have to 
work—no excuses or alibis, no surface 
streamlining or juke-box gadgets can 
ever offset poor performance. 

That is the most exicting element in 
store design—it has to work! A store 
has to be well and soundly built at 
economical cost; it has to be tailor- 
made for the business it shelters, and 
—above all—it has to sell merchan- 
dise. 

The true worth of a store design is 
never long in doubt. In a hard-boiled 
competitive field where the barometer 
of success is the cash register, results 
are quickly measured. 
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Success depends on machine-like 
coordination. Store front, salesroom, 
service areas and all the hidden gears 
and levers of trade should work to- 
gether smoothly. From entrance door 
to delivery entrance, contemporary 
stores are “machines for selling.” 

To function efficiently, “machines 
for selling” must not only work well, 
but look their best. Well-proportioned, 
graceful, and glamorous backgrounds 
help to make shopping a pleasure. If 
the public finds that it is fun to shop 
in your store, you can attract and hold 
their patronage. 

Too often, store fronts have been 
designed as fake fronts — shallow 
masques to hide the real face of trade. 
Store design then stops short at the 
store front. But true store designers 
never think of stores as store fronts, 
any more than furniture designers 
think of furniture design as the art

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of upholstery. In fact, conventional 
store fronts are disappearing. They 
have become an important part, but 
only a part, of today’s “machine for 
selling.” 

The old style front was a flat bill- 
board, as wide and as high as the store 
itself, and as shallow as its own show 
windows. This type of store front 
is on the way out. A new kind of 
store front is on the way in—the 
“open-faced shop’”—where the store 
front disappears in a_ transparent 
sheet of glass—an invitation to win- 
dow shop the entire salesroom. 

Another fundamental change has 
uprooted yesterday’s store front and 
turned it inside out. Once, every 
storekeeper thought that economy of 
space compelled him to squeeze his 
store against the sidewalk building 
line. Now, the ‘building line store 
front is disappearing too. Instead, 
we have stores with entrance lobbies 
—shortcuts to shopping. Such lobbies 
multiply the street front displays, in 
number and in variety, many times 
over. They are window shoppers’ 
paradises with plenty of elbow room 
for everyone. 

These new developments are all 
keyed to pedestrian traffic; store de- 
sign is just beginning to feel the 
impact of the auto trade. This impact 
has been cushioned by the war, but 
when cars return it will again pro- 
foundly influence the design of the 
sales machine. Store fronts and store 
entrances will face the parking courts, 
may even consist of sheltered escala- 
tors leading downward from some 
roof-top parking area. The auto trade 
is the carriage trade of yesterday. 
We are only just beginning to gear 
our stores to that trade. 

Whatever form it takes, the store 
front has a definite, clear cut job to 
do. First, it must catch the eye. 
The general impression it gives you 
will spell out the character, price 
range, and type of goods for sale, the 
identity of the merchant, and type of 
sales service he offers. 

This is animated advertising, for 
the store front is really a billboard—a 
billboard with three dimensions. It 
should be designed on the same prin- 
ciples as a poster. Merchandise forms 
the pictorial areas, sign lettering cor- 
responds to the poster’s wording. Like 
the poster, its message should be brief, 
easily read. Unlike most posters, it can 
be as deep as the store itself. 

Second, the store front should pull 
you inside the stere. One easy way to 
do this is to pull the sidewalk into the 
store as an entrance lobby. Entrance 
lobbies and open-faced shops make the 
transition from street to salesroom a 
painless one. At the same time, they 
merge the display value of the interior 
with the displays at the store front; 
merge window shoppers with sales- 
room shoppers. 

The traffic routes that start at the 
sidewalk or parking court, lead into 
the center of the sales machine—the 
salesroom. 

Like the store entrance, the sales-

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room is a stage. Its actors are the 
goods on display; its audience moves 
in and around the stage itself. Back- 
grounds, lighting, colors,~ textures 
should keep attention focused on the 
merchandise. In a store, the play is 
a three-ring circus! There are as 
many acts going on as there are sales 
departments, as many dramatic 
climaxes as the displays provide. 

All the efficient parts of this sales 
mechanism should work smoothly and 
quietly. Like stage props, they are 
part of the background for sales; they 
should never be allowed to steal the 
show. 

Behind the scenes are all the services 
for selling. These are the hidden gears 


and levers that operate the sales ma- 
chine. Reserve stock rooms, receiving 
and shipping spaces, executive offices, 
employees’ facilities, and mechanical 
equipment may seldom be seen by the 
customer, but no store could operate 
without them. 

Just as there are definite patterns 
for customer traffic through the store, 
so there are definite traffic lanes for 
store services. Incoming and outgoing 
goods must- be routed from truck to 
sales fixtures; employees should have 
separate paths from the customers; 
even air-conditioning lines and electric 
wireways have their own separate 
routes to follow.

Although this is a furniture store front, 
it has many good points which could be 
utilized in planning a building material 
store. Lighting glows from behind a ver- 
tical fluted column centered on the panel 
of the front. The recessed entrance takes 
up floor space but is well worth its utili- 
zation as a means of drawing interested 
buyers away from the street closer to the 
displays and the entrance. 


Store Front Displays 

Multiple departments create a dis- 
play problem on the store front. 
Ideally, each sales or service depart- 
ment should be represented on the 
store front by a separate display. But 
unless there is a large horizontal 
street frontage, this is impossible. 
So, as a compromise, each department 
takes its turn in the show windows 
with the weekly change of display. 
The store designer who can realize 
the most display values per running 
foot of street front will get maximum 
representation for each department. 

An easy way to show all or most 
of the first floor sales departments is 
to design the store as an open-face 
shop. This means far more than 
merely to omit the usual permanent 
show window backgrounds, thus expos- 
ing the interior of the store to the 
window shopper. It means careful 
study of all the elements of the store, 
inside and out, to -produce a har- 
monious ensemble. Such well-arranged 
effects can be very much like the 
familiar grand finale in a musical 
comedy when all the cast lines up in 
group photograph style before an im- 
pressive scenic backdrop. Passersby 
feel almost as if they were within 
the open-face store, so slight does 
the usual store front barrier become. 
Without permanent window back- 
grounds, the first floor salés area be- 
comes a well-lit display in itself. 

The open-face store is also the 
double-purpose store. Store owners

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and designers don’t need to make any 
great decision as to whether they will 
have an open-face or closed-face store. 
Instead, they may have their cake and 
eat it too. If the store designer pro- 
vides the necessary equipment, it is 
an easy matter to put up solid back- 
grounds in every show window when- 
ever the management wants a closed- 
face shop. For the sake of a varied 
show, this may happen quite often. 

Again, open-face stores are not ex- 
pensive. Modern stores demand a 
well-tailored, smoothly functioning 
sales space no matter what the store 
front is like. To put this interior on 
view, the only necessary expense is to 
hire a good architect. It is even possi- 
ble by this means to have every in- 
terior sales department represented in 
the display line-up every day of every 
week. 

Whether in the show windows or 
throughout the first floor, the worse 
enemy of the open-face shop is»sun 
glare. Window shoppers are liable to 
see only their own reflections and the 
street scene behind them as they peer 
into the store. To combat this, you 
must remember to use a few simple 
tricks. 

First, keep sales room lighting in- 
tensities high. Then throw some of 
this lighting down the side and rear 
walls of the salesroom by means by 
continuous lighting troughs. This strip 
lighting will help to illuminate mer- 
chandise as well as walls. Next, keep 
the wall and ceiling color schemes 
light in value. Above all, keep the 
awnings down on a sunny day. 

You can not completely eliminate 
daylight reflections on the show win- 
dows but you can allow window shop- 
pers to see through them into the 
store. 

On any store front, overhead and 
eye-level signs are necessities for 
proper store identification. Overhead 
signs on marquee, sign panel, or upper 
sales floor front will read from a dis- 
tance—from across the street or up 
and down the block. Such signs must 
be boldly simple so that he who runs 
or he who drives by can read. For 
those walking by on the front side- 
walk, smaller eye-level signs painted 
on the show window glass or lettered 
on the store walls will serve. Re- 
member that store fronts act as silent 
salesmen after store hours. Therefore 
it is wise to have some or all sign 
letters illuminated. Any of the stand- 
ard methods—front face neon, in- 
verted neon, or luminous face lettering 
—may be used. A time-clock for signs 
and display lighting will automatically 
turn off the show sometime during 
the evening. 

(The following paragraphs pertain 
particularly to furniture stores, but 
the basic principles discussed are ap- 
plicable to building material stores 
—particularly those modern establish- 
ments that have departmentalized 
their business and sought consumer 
sales.) 

The high display level created for 
the store front should be carried into 
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_all the sales departments. It’s a 


bad let-down for customers to see @ 
fine collection of model rooms on the 
street front followed by an aimless, 
boring display of merchandise inside. 
A few strategically-placed and well-lit 
furniture groups scattered throughout 
the various sales areas will help to 
maintain customer interest and that 
buying impulse. An occasional model 
room will do wonders even though the 
back-up walls are only suggested by 
dwarf partitions. 

Above all, too many furniture stores 
fail to realize the sales value of law 
and order. Floor pieces don’t have to 
be jammed back to back in regimental 
formation. Instead, place movable 
dwarf partitions between those rows 
of beds, bureaus, chairs or sofas. It’s 
amazing to watch the result! Each 
piece shines out like a special display 
instead of killing its neighbor’s good 
looks. For variety, have a few curved 
rows, or U-shaped rows, or L-shaped 
rows to form more interesting floor 
patterns. 

Every department in the store has 
its own sales and display problems— 
each one should be given the benefit of 
some inspired and logical planning. 

For postwar visualization, three 
projects are presented as design state- 
ments of the ideal furniture store. 
However, they are not postwar “bal- 
oney.” Instead, they are to be built 
out of stock parts that even now are 
ready for the production line. All 
the principles of planning, displays, 
lighting, signs, and choice of materials 
and colors that have been previously 
discussed are utilized in these stores. 

All three were designed for main 
street locations. They function as 
animated, three-dimensional bill- 
boards; their customers are crowding 
a busy shopping district. 


“Blackman’s Furniture Store” 

This is a large three-story store 
with a generous frontage in a mid- 
block location. The same store design, 
however, would do equally well on a 
street corner and would then have one 
more front for first floor displays and 
upper sign panels. 

The entrance is placed to one side 
for good, common sense reasons. A 
central doorway always divides up the 
store front into two equal display 
areas, inflexibly frozen into a pair of 
set show windows. But when you 
put the entrance to one side or the 
other, it frees the street front dis- 
plays. The display department can 
set up a number of model rooms, by 
the use of movable partitions, or can 
use the long window space for a single 
sales promotion. 

The entrance is more than a set 
of doors—it is a picture window view 
of the first floor sales area. This is 
accomplished by using clear-vision 
glass-and-metal doors and glass side 
and transom panels. 

There is a common lighting system 
of ceiling spots for show windows and 


entrance lobby. Show window bulk- 
heads are low to put show window 
floor levels realistically near street 
level. Should a different show be 
put on, these floor levels could be 
raised by additional platforms as de- 
sired. 

The entire store front is pushed 
back from the building line a few feet 
to provide shelter and elbow room for 
window shoppers. At the same time, 
this adds punch and character to the 
whole display line. 

Blackman’s is a closed-faced store, 
but it could just as easily be an open- 
face store. All you have to do is take 
down the removable show window 
backs and store them for a while in 


the basement display department. 
The pegged-out marquee sign is 
used for general store identification. 
Below it, there will be small painted 
signs at eye-level on the glass of the 
show windows. Above the first floor, 
each successive story of the building 
acts as an additional sign panel. The 
upper walls are finished in a flexible 
wall material with either a porcelain 
enamel or aluminum finish. Any type 
of illuminated lettering can be at- 
tached on this surface. A horizontal 
opening at each floor level conceals 
the air intake or exhaust grilles of 
the air-conditioning system. Flexi- 
bility in store design is the proven 
watchword of the future—this store

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design is flexible in all its elements— 
from top to bottom and from building 
line to sales room. 

Knox Furniture Store 

Smaller, midblock stores in some 
busy shopping districts could utilize 
this “machine for selling” to advan- 
tage. It has a twenty-foot front, a 
first floor sales room, and a basement 
for storage, services and mechanical 
epuipment. Receiving and shipping 
would be taken care of at a rear 
service entrance. The ceiling height 
is the average one of twelve feet. 

This ceiling does not stop at the store 
front—it projects several feet into 
the street, forming an impressive mar- 
quee. This marquee supports the store 
lettering. It is a prominent sign board 
up and down and across the street. 
The aluminum front edge of this 
glorified ceiling is also the lid of a 
stock lateral arm owning box. 

Below the ceiling, the store front 
is recessed several feet back from the 
building line to provide a comfortable 
window shopping area. Here the main 
show is the store’s sales room, seen 
through the main show window. Three 
different types of furniture display are 
thus provided for—a group of selected 
pieces on the show window floor near 
the glass line, a huge movable display 
plaque that shows furniture in plan, 
and a more distant view of the well-lit 
floor departments. 

As in most open-face shops, the 
show window can easily be closed by 
a curtain or by removable panel walls 
when a closed-face store is required. 
To make the open-face shop look still 
more open, we use a solid entrance 
door with a small vision panel eye- 
level. This dramatizes the show win- 
dow by contrast. 

Knox-Gardiner Store 

Remember those second floor show 
windows often seen in big city stores? 
Remember, too, that they seldom are 
successful because you can’t see into 
them from below? They don’t work 
because you can’t take a display meant 
to be seen at eye-level, lift it up ten 
or twelve feet in the air and expect 
people to see and appreciate it as well 
as if they were able to look right 
into it in a normal way. 

But there is a good, logical way to 
utilize those second and third story 
levels for street front display. Simply 
tilt your displays towards the window 
shopper—then you will have an excit- 
ing show that he or she can study 
from close at hand or across the 
street. 

It makes a wonderful poster, as this 
furniture store proves. Here is an 
eighty-foot wide, midblock front, three 
stories high. There is a glass screen 
wall three stories high placed a little 
bit back of the building line. The 
entrance doors are a part of this glass 
wall. Behind the ‘wall is an open-face 
first floor with all its sales depart- 
ments, and above a series of two-story 
high display boards dressed with as- 
sorted groups of furniture, clamped 
to each successive panel. Each panel 
pivots at the center, so that it can be 
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swung into a horizontal position at the 
third floor level, locked in place, and 
dressed with displays. ; 

This billboard animates the whole 
store front, counting up and down and 


. across the street as nothing else could 


do. 

To right and left, the side walls of 
the store are sheathed with colorful 
porcelain enamel. Big metal sign 
letters mounted on those walls iden- 
tify the store up and down the block. 
Wall cases lead attention into the 
store’s interior. Above the third story 
ceiling projects enough into the street 
to shade most of the store front. 
The big sign is hung from this’ upper 
ceiling. In such locations as needed 
it, there could be a continuous awning 





built into one of the large horizontal 
glazing members. 


Summary 

It can easily be appreciated that 
stores are complex “machines for 
selling.” Store front, signs, displays, 
sales rooms, service areas, public traf- 
fic routes, materials, color, lighting, 
and mechanical equipment all have to 
work together or they won’t work 
at all. 

Of course, no machine will do every- 
thing. It has to be well-run to be 
effective. But a good merchant in a 
good store at a good location makes 
an unbeatable combination.

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Signs Work 


Overtime

EVERAL YEARS from now the 
successful retail store owner will 
be the one who had foresight to 

plan for the future. When the mad 
scramble to buy merchandise that was 
not available during the war begins 
to level off, competition will really 
become tough; and not only the retail- 
ers in your own line but those in 
others as well, will all be fighting for 
a share of the consumer’s dollar. 
The merchant who takes full advan- 
tage of the equipment and methods 
that are available to help him create 
sales, will have a far greater oppor- 
tunity to operate a profitable business. 

One of your best assets will be a 
modern place of business—a store that 
is outstanding enough to attract cus- 
tomers and make them want to come 
back again. Lay your plans on a long- 
range basis with a definite goal in 
view. It may not be possible to com- 
plete the entire job all at once, so 
develop a project that can be ex- 
panded according to a specific plan 
instead of periodically making costly 
changes. After all, a store represents 
a sizeable investment of your hard- 
earned cash, and it is only good sound 
judgment to make that investment 
pay dividends. 

One of the most essential selling 
tools for any retail store is an ade- 
quate sign. An electric sign has 
been, and will continue to be, one of 


the most effective methods of drawing 


customers to a store. A good electric 
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sign performs many services and all 
of them well, at a lower cost than 
can be obtained by any other method. 
First of all, a sign is a means of 
identification. It identifies the name 


.of the establishment, the ‘type of 


merchandise sold and the place where 
the customer can buy—three principles 
that are basic requirements for any 
type of retail store. 

An experience that took place in 
Kansas City, Mo., well illustrates the 
importance of this function of a sign. 
Two well established retail concerns 
moved to new locations in the same 
block. One built an elaborate new 
store but did not include an effective 
sign. The other modernized an old 
store and installed a large attractive 
electric sign. After a period of nearly 
a year a survey was made, in which 
people on a street corner several 
blocks away, and where neither store 
could be seen, were asked if they knew 
where each store was located. Over 
80 percent knew the approximate loca- 
tion of the one with the large electric 
sign while only 12 percent could recall 
the location of the other. Despite the 
fact that one company had by far the 
more imposing structure, it was the 
means of identification that made the 
greatest impression. 

Another highly important service 
performed by signs is advertising. 
They are the most effective point-of- 
sale reminder that can be obtained. 
This is especially valuable in not only 
reaching the permanent residents, but 
the visiting population as well. An

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outstanding sign constantly supplies 
desirable repetition—it is seen many 
times over and each time delivers a 
sales message. After all, it is circu- 
lation that makes advertising pay; and 
large circulation is what a sign gives. 

Naturally, an illuminated sign costs 
more but pays for itself by working 
longer hours, as well as contributing 
to the appearance and action of the 
entire store. It stays on the job day 
and night, advertising the store and 
its merchandise. In fact, it is always 
there doing a selling job. 

Although a sign does not take the 
place of other advertising media, 
neither can it be replaced by them. 
Each has its own particular purpose, 
and signs are a necessary part of any 
advertising program, as one medium 
aids the other. Signs tell where to 
buy after other means tell why to 
buy. Very few products can be success- 
fully sold without a forceful method 
of focusing the effect of advertis- 
ing media where sales are actually 
made. Most large manufacturers know 
that dealer’s signs are an important 
part of their advertising program and 
recognize that much of the value of 
national advertising is lost unless the 
stores where their products are sold 


are prominently identified. 

In order to get the most value from 
your investment, there are several fac- 
tors that should be considered before 
buying an electric sign. First of all, 
thoroughly analyze the situation and 
select a sign which will most effec- 
tively do the job for your particular 
circumstances. Find out what other 
types of signs are already in use near 
your location and select one that will 
be distinctive. Have your sign designed 
so that it will harmonize with the 
building structure, and create a favor- 
able impression rather than hanging 
some appendage that will detract from 
the surroundings and become an “eye- 
sore.” Do not overlook the importance 
of colors in creating the proper deco- 
rative effect and increasing the sign’s 
“readability” during the day, as well 
as at night. 

Use considerable care in choosing 
the copy for your sign. In some cases, 
particularly when a business is well 
established, merely the name, for iden- 
tification, is sufficient. In many in- 
stances, however, a slogan or message 
will greatly increase the value as a 
selling aid. The type of electric sign 
which is equipped with changeable let- 
ters provides an excellent means of 
advertising, and their use is rapidly 


increasing by stores with a sales mes- 
sage to deliver. They can be attrac- 
tively designed and offer greater flex- 
ibility in supplying the individual re- 
quirements of any particular type of 
store. 

Remember that a well built electric 
sign will give long life at lower oper- 
ating cost, and, if adequately main- 
tained, will contribute much toward 
selling goodwill. A quality store needs 
a quality sign that reflects the char- 
acter of an institution, as well as the 
merchandise it sells. No enterprising 
organization dresses its salesmen in 
overalls to greet a customer; so why 
should it hang a shabby sign in front 
of the store to get people inside. The 
proper “front” and “showmanship” go 
a long way in merchandising. 

With the exception of quantity pro- 
duction wherein a large company pur- 
chases signs for use by its dealer or- 
ganization, the design and construc- 
tion of signs is an individual propo- 
sition. By consulting both a competent 
architect to design a store front, and 
a reputable sign manufacturer, a cus- 
tom built sign can be obtained which 
will meet the requirements of adver- 
tising, as well as fitting in-with the 
architectural features of the building.

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Postwar Lighting 
Requirements

in a new era in lighting. Here 

is a review of new fluorescent 
lamp developments that have been 
announced in the past year. 

New “instant start” 40 watt type 
F fluorescent lamps are now avail- 
able in limited quantities and while 
they are now being used in war 
plants only, they will be available for 
stores shortly after the conclusion of 
the war. This improved lamp means 
a lot to fluorescent lighting instal- 
lations in view of the fact that 
previous to the time this lamp was 
developed starters had to be used, 
which took probably from one sec- 
ond up to five seconds to start the 
lamp. 

New circular fluorescent lamps 
were announced during the past 
year. True, they are only in the 
laboratory stage now, but by the 
end of the war they will be avail- 
able in three wattages—20, 30, and 
40 watts — and the approximate 
over-all outside diameter will be 8% 
inches, 12%4 inches, and 16 inches 
respectively. 

A new line of four extremely 
“thin” fluorescent lamps was an- 
nounced recently. The newest unit 
measures only one inch in diameter 
and eight feet in length. Also in- 
cluded in the new line are two % inch 
diameter sizes—one approximately 
3% feet long and the other slightly 
less than 5% feet in length — and an- 
other one-inch diameter lamp, ap- 
proximately six feet long. 

The announcement of these new 
types of lamps was made so that the 
equipment manufacturers could de- 
sign luminaires for their use when 
priority limitations are lifted. 

Merchants postwar can really have 
lighting keyed to the needs of their 
business. Rather than so many foot 
candles deposited throughout the 
area, light can be used to accentuate 
the goods for sale. In the store the 
use of color and other tints will help 
decoration and create moods. 


Careful Planning Needed 


Postwar lighting requirements 
must be carefully planned by illumi- 
nating engineers who know how to 
apply these new techniques. To pro- 
vide illumination suitable for any 
particular store necessitates, in most 
cases, a specially designed lighting 
system. 

To obtain the best results from 
these new techniques, guess work 
must be eliminated and real illumi-

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nating principles employed. No longer 
will it be possible for the merchant 
to lay out his own lighting if he 
wants to derive full benefit from the 
money he spends in obtaining a good 
lighting system. 

In the lighting business there are 
lighting engineers who have spent 
years of study in the application of 
lighting principles in retail stores. 
These lighting engineers are in a po- 
sition to give you assistance. All of 
the lamp companies and most of the 
power companies have these experts 
available to you, at no cost or obli- 
gation. 

It is also true that in the postwar 
period, if the merchant wants his 
share of the customer’s dollar, gen- 
eral lighting levels must be from 
three to five times higher than they 
are now. True, before the advent of 
the fluorescent lamp, these levels 
were impracticable, due to excess 
heat and the additional wiring neces- 
sary. However, levels of 50 foot 
candles can easily be obtained 
through the use of fluorescent lamps 
which, through their efficiency and 
coolness, eliminate the objections of 
the past. The cost of good lighting 
in stores is within the reach of every 
store owner or operator. 

General lighting in stores, in most 
cases, should be supplemented with 
special wall case, show case, free 
standing interior display, and display 
shelf lighting. Here again the illum- 
ination of these interior displays 
should be worked out by an illuminat- 
ing engineer in cooperation with the 
store owner. The amount of illumi- 
nation will vary, depending upon 
what the lighting is used for. 


Window Lighting 


Window lighting demands very 
careful consideration in your postwar 
plans. It is the opinion of many de- 
signers that the store of the future 
will be in effect one large show win- 
dow. This innovation is possible and 
practical However, it calls for 
careful planning. 

It is a known fact that 87 per- 
cent of all of our impressions come 
by the way of the eye and it is, 
therefore, self evident that window 
displays must be lighted to such an 


intensity that will sell the merchan- ' 


dise displayed to the passerby, who 
may have a casual interest in it. The 
situation is complicated by the fact 
that a pedestrian passes the average 
display window in less than seven 
seconds and yet in that short period 
of time the merchandise displayed 
must appeal strongly to his buying 
interests. If it cannot be seen quick- 
ly, it does not attract his attention, 
he passes on and the display fails to 
function. Seven important factors in- 
fluence the lighting of window dis- 
plays. They are: 

1. Time. Time plays a very vital 
part in seeing and for that reason it 
is important in display lighting. 

2. Window Arrangement. Careful

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planning of the merchandise dis- 
played in any show window is neces- 
sary. High-lighting of one or two 
objects in the window not only gives 
greater attention value, but also 
breaks the monotony of the window, 
and will attract the passerby more 
quickly than if not used. 

3. Size. Size of objects displayed 
in windows determines the amount of 
lighting necessary. When small ob- 
jects are displayed, more light is 
necessary than when larger objects 
are displayed. 

4. Contrast. Contrasts are ever 
present in show windows. Therefore, 
consideration should be given in de- 
signing the lighting insofar as pos- 
sible to bring out these contrasts 
through the use of light. 

5. Brightness. The brightness of a 
display can be controlled with proper 
light. 

6. Daylight Reflections. Care should 
be taken in designing lighting for 
windows to provide enough artificial 
illumination to eliminate, as much as 
possible, daylight reflections. With 
few exceptions, a high level of arti- 
ficial illumination is the best method 
and the most inexpensive one in elim- 
inating the annoying and sales hin- 
dering daylight reflections from store 
windows. 

7. Color. Colored backgrounds, col- 
ored merchandise and supplementary 
colored equipment in the windw, all 
add to its attraction factor. Colored 
light, properly applied, can be even 
more attention appealing. 

The level of illumination to be rec- 
ommended for window lighting de- 
pends, as can be seen from the fore- 
going analysis, upon many factors 
including the locality, the background 
of the merchandise displayed, and the 
passerby. Fluorescent lighting, while 
very efficient, in my opinion should 
not be used alone for window light- 
ing. Many windows have fluorescent 
lighting installed, but my experience 
has been that unless some type of 
incandescent fixture is used in con- 
junction with the fluorescent sys- 
tem, the window lacks the necessary 
punch, 


One of the bottlenecks of good 
lighting installations in many stores 
has been the lack of adequate wiring. 
I cannot stress too much its real 
need. Before any job is installed, 
careful consideration should be given 
to the wiring, because good lighting 
is impossible without adequate wir- 
ing. Adequate wiring provides for 
economical distribution of electrical 
energy to the lighting equipment and 
for the maintenance of satisfactory 
voltage conditions. Wiring of ample 
size should be installed to carry the 
load. Sufficient flexibility of the in- 
stallation should be insured to allow 
for changes in the utilization of 
spaces that may call for changes in 
lighting. The wiring should have 
ample capacity to take care of prob- 
able future needs.

Front Lighting

URING the postwar a great many 
of you will want to bring the ap- 
pearance of your stores up-to- 

date. You will want to remodel, reno- 
vate and make your place of business 
more attractive when manpower and 
materials are again available.

The store front exterior 
will make extensive use of colored 
light, which in many instances, will 
be as versatile as current forms of 
stage lighting. The use of colors may 
be varied at will. 

One of the best means of providing 
those total lightin~ effects for the 
store front is through the use of cus- 
tom cold cathode fluorescent lamps. 
Just as conventional fluorescent 
lighting serves indoors, large low- 
brightness sheets of light provide an 
ideal quality for lighting entire out- 
door panels, back-lighting or face- 
lighting of cut-out letters and pro- 
viding an even distribution of light in 
translucent panels.

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through the electrical characteristics 
of the lamps themselves which may 
be dimmed to a small fraction of nor- 
mal brightness without flickering. 

Where open fronts are contem- 
plated in stores it is essential to vis- 
ualize the lighting treatment within 
the store—which then becomes the 
backdrop for the store windows. 
Standard fluorescent lamps are best 
for this purpose since customers pre- 
fer to look at merchandise under 
normal good lighting conditions. This 
is usually true also of windows where 
concealed standard fluorescent lamps 
may be used to advantage to flood one 
whole area with a uniformly high 
degree of light. 

The interior of the store will then 
be visible as a part of the store front 
display. Fixtures should be placed to 
provide not only adequate interior 
lighting, but also to produce an at- 
tractive effect from the street. If the 
light sources are visible from the 
street but are shielded from view 
within the shop, there will be a 
double benefit. Customers will not only 
enjoy the benefit of softly diffused 
lighting when they are buying mer- 
chandise, but they will also be at- 
tracted to the store by the brilliant 
lines of unshielded light visible from 
the outside. For general window 
lighting four rows of standard 
fluorescent lamps ceiling - mounted 
and running parallel to the street, 
complemented with two rows proper- 
ly louvered at each end at right 
angles to the street can be most ef- 
fective. Where special exhibits with- 
in the window require spot lighting, 
concealed incandescent spot lights 
will still be used. 

Outdoor lighting should be studied 
carefully since many forms of indoor 
lighting are not suitable for outdoor 
use. Unprotected standard fluores- 
eent lighting is not practical for 
exterior use because the equipment is 
not weatherproof nor does it operate 
satisfactorily at the low temperature 
of winter. Fluorescent tubing, how- 
ever, operates at relatively high volt- 
age and lights instantly, the starting 
unaffected by winter temperatures. 
The necessary operating equipment 
consists essentially of a high voltage 
transformer. The transformer need 
not be located outside the building... 
but should be installed in such a way 
that it is concealed, ventilated and 
readily accessible. One transformer 
will supply the requirements of as 
many as twelve lamps if they are 
series connected. Separate lines of 
tubing for blending different colors 
will require separate transformers 
for each line. Multiple dimming 
equipment for producing varied color 
effects from two or more lines of col- 
ored tubing should be conveniently 
located for lighting adjustments at 
any time. Tubing should be installed 
in such a way that replacement and 
servicing may be done conveniently.
